These hear-, 
ings and the necessary legal pro-/| 
cedure, he said, would probably take 
several weeks, and he did not think 
it would be advisable to set the date | 
of the special election before Octo- 
ber. A midsummer election, he be- 
lieved, would be unadvisable. The 
bond issue, to carry, requires two- 
thirds of the votes cast.

ON CONSTITUTION BILL 


Senate Committee Refuses a 
Favorable Report, or One 
Without Recommendaticn. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, April 4.—-A 
reactionary element of the Senate 
Committee on elections, including 
two Si. Louis Senators, apparently 
has defeated the proposal for a new 
Constitution, by their refusal, yes- 
terday afternoon, to vote for a fav- 
orable report on the new Constitu- 
tion bill. and later by their refusal 
even to report the bill without re- 
commendation. 

It marked the second time during 
the day that St. Louis Senators took 
am active part in killing or hindering 
progressive Legislation for which 
there has been a determined demand 
from St. Louis, as well as from other 
parts of the State. 

The proposal for a new Constitu- 
tion has had a rough time all during 
the session of the Legislature, both 
in the Senate and the House, but 
yesterday Sidney J tov, secretary 
of the New Constitution League, was 
lel to belleve the bill would be fay- 
orably reported by the Senate Com- 


miittee. . 


Accompanied by Senators Duncan 
of Lineoln County and MeCullough 


of Knox County, he attended a meet- 
ing of the committee, which hurried 
him through his presentation of the 
bill. Chairman Buford, after a short 


hearing, announced that the commit- | 


tee would go into executive session 
to vote on a report on the measure. 
Vote of St. Louisans. 
Senators Kinney,and Anderson of 
St. Louis, and Gardner of St. Louis 
County, voted with Senators Buford 
of Revnolds and Greene of Kansas 
City against reporting the bill fav- 
orably. Senators MeClintic of Monroe 
end Goodson of Macon cast the only 
votes in favor of the measure, Sen- 
ator Cook of Cole being absent. 
Failing to obtain a favorable re- 


port, MecClintic and Goodson sought 


to have it reported without recom- 
mendation, a report which would 
place it on the calendar, and which 
would serve as well as a favorable 
report. Kinney voted with them on 
this proposition, but at least one 
niore vote was needed and neither 
Anderson nor Gardner would supply 
it , 
The measure, under the rules, of 
the Senate, should have beén report- 
ed back to the Senate by the Elec- 
tions Committee early in February, 
the rules prohibiting a committee 
from holding a bill more than ten 
days unless for good reason the Sen- 
ate grants additional time. This 
measure was sent to the committee 
January 25 and should have been 
reported back not latter than Feb. 2 
Several hearings have been called, 
but the Senators have shown little 
disposition to give the bill serious 
consideration. On the occasion of one 
joint hearing by the Senate and 


| House Committee, none of the Sen 


ators attended, being guests that 
evening at a dinner given by the 
Lieutenant-Governor 

Vote on Tax Measure. 

The action of the St. Louis Sen- 
ators was in line with the votes of 
Senators Kinney, Brogan and Warn- 
er of St. Louis who, earlier in the 
day, voted in favor of a bill repeal- 
ing the State Tax Commission, which 
is the first State Department ever 
organized for tax reform.

the State so that the Repubicans will 
have a greater representation in the
